MORE VESSELS USING THE 
HUMBER 


COAL EXPORT TRADE 


A number of important sugges- 
tions were made at the annual 
general méoting of the Hull Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Shipping, 
held at Hull Guildhall,, presided 
pver by Sir Arthur Joseph 
Atkinson, the president. The 


meeting was crowded with ship- 


ping representatives. The presl- 
dent was supported by the 
two vice-presidents (Mr. Hugh 
Stephenson and Mr. C. P. 
Sherwood), . the Lord | Mayor 
(Councillor Richardson), the 
Sheriff (Councillor Frederick 
Tilt), Major W. H. Carver, M.P., 
the Right Hon. T. R. Ferens, 
Messrs. W. Minnatt Good (chair- 
man of the Shipping Committce), 
J. H, Fisher, Edward Dumoulin, 
Edwin Ribson, H. ¥. Wright (the 


‘Thon. treasurer), E. R, Hutchinson, 


J. Downs, Dr. T, C. Jackson (hon, 
solicitor), Mr. A. Whitehend (the 
secretary), and, a large number 
of members of the Chamber. 

The president, Sir A. J. 
Atkinson, a’ prominent shipowner, 
in the course of his presi- 
dential address, said that unless 
competitors had made great 
strides during the current year, 
the position of Hull as third port 
would be maintained for 1929. 

Sir Arthur said that an examina- 


‘tion of the figures of staple im- 


ports of Hull for the first ten 
months of the year showed that 
more gains than losses had been 
made, There had been an In- 
erease in the imports of wheat, 
maize and peas, but a” redt ‘tion 
jn oats, barley and beans. Cot- 
tonseed was. higher, and there 
were substantial increases in palm 
kernels and soya beans. Linseed, 
rapeseed and castorkeed were gen- 
erally 20 per cent, lower. Flour. 
was about 50 per cent. higher 
than last year, much to the con- 
sternation of the flour  mill- 
ers. They were satisfied’ to note 
increases in wool and petroleum 
in the import trade, 
Increased Tonnage 

There was a substantial. in- 
crease in coal shipments, which 
were approximately double those 
of last year. Seedoil exports were 
higher, and a reduction in.linseed 
oil-was set off by an increase in 
cotton and soya oils. . 

The tonnage of vessels using 
the docks was a fair indication of 
the state of trade of the port. 
He was glad to say: that the ton- 
nage for tho first ten months of 
this year was higher than last 
year by roughly 6% per cent.; in- 
deed) higher than the pre-war 
figure, and that was most satiafac- 
tory. The Increase appeared to 
justify the representations they 
had made, and would ‘cdntinue to 
make, to the London and North 
Eastern Railway Company. for {m. 
proved equipment and’ Increased 
facilities on the dock system. 

From the point -of view of 
volume, the trade appeared to be 
wall maintained, but it had a ten- 
dency nowadays to find ita way 
into fewer channels. ‘Given peace 
in industry, low rates. and charges, 
and an absenco-of harmful legis- 
lation (local and national), they 
could , Hor fail to go ahead as a 
port. 


Notwithstanding thefr represené 
tations with regard to tranaport, 
Hull. did not sppear likely. to gain 
‘| greatly from the remission of the 
passenger tax, he said, but. they. 
hoped that in connection’ with the 
Government's. unemployment © pro- 
Posals to secure some, ‘at leaat, of 
those” improvements which it. waa 
felt were necessary. to make -the 
port efficient and up-to-da Re 
.newed efforts had’ been'-made to

He’ was glad that the prealdent 
had referred to the increased toh- 
nage’ of the port. It was very 
satisfactory to the traders of the 
city, and to the people whom they 
served. He trusted that it would 
be satisfactory to the London and 
North ‘Eastern Railway,’ because 
the council wanted them to feel 
that there was something ‘in their 
port that was worth while work: 
ing for. ‘ 

The growth of the coal export 
trade had been marvellous. In 
1927 exports of coal for the nine 
months were 750,000 tons. Last 
year under the Central Scheme the 
total was 867,000 tons, while this 
year the figure had riseh to 
1,507,000 tons, an. Increase of 85 
per cent. over the export of last 
year. The coal trade had been 
one of the leading factora of the 
year. In 1907 It was just com- 
mencing to grow, and {t reached 
7,000,000 just before the war. 
Gradually {t was coming back to 
its own again, : 

The only fly in’ the otntment 
was the’ export:of bunker coal. 
In 1927, the quality was 875,000 
tons; in 1928, 935,000 tons; and 
this year, to date, 989,000. That 
proved that tho shipment of bunk- 
er coals in the vessela using thia 
port was decreasing, because with 
the 85 per cent: increase in the 
exports they should have a very 
much greater increase in the 
quantity of bunkers. There were 
more ships using the port last 


| Year, 


He. pointed out that, given the 
necessary facilities, the port would 
g0 on developing, They had prac- 
tically doubled the exports of last 
year, and the shipments_had been 
carried out with expedition, and 
there had been no. congestion for 
elghteen months, | 

They had been promised shifts 
of trimmers. The negotiations 
had been concluded, and they had 
now extra labour from 11 p.m, to 
6 am. The trimmers’ felt that 
they were giving away a good 
deal of thelr cherished principles, 
and he desired to pay tribute to 
the way tht the trimmers met 
thelr needs.. In that’ port they 
were Handicapped by the work of 
the €.C.A. scheme, Tho bunker 
traffic at the port had gradually 
drifted away from them through 
theC.C.A. The increase in the 
motor tonnage would limit the de- 
mand for coals, 


LN.E.R, Criticized 


Mr. W. Minnett Good (continu- 
ing) criticised the directors of the 
L.N.E.R. for their lack of enter- 
prise at Hull. “If the L.N.EVR. 
are: going to spend £100,000 in 
Grimsby, then.I would gay to tho 
directors ‘that they should. quite 
as readily and quickly consider 
the expenditure of at least half- 
a-million on the quays and sheds 
at Hull, quite apart from the com- 
pletion of the King George Dock. 

-“Every one of. the schemes. of 
which they had heard,” said Mr. 
‘Good, “were achémes connected 
with the railway. as a railway; 
For a long time. it haa come into 
the minds of many of.ua that. the 
L.N.E.R. are not the proper au- 
thority to administer the Anterests 
of this port.

It fs perhaps only in Britain that 
absoluté privacy, in each room has 
been strenuously insisted upon, In 
America, in France, rooms tend to 
run into each other, and the sitting- 
room, bed-room, or the bed-sitting- 


room hag long been a commonplace’ 


In both countries. 

Owing to the housing shortage 
and the high rents since the war, 
space in Britain has also become 
contracted, and while the one big 
room for everything has not made 
too much headway, there are thou- 
ainds of bed-sitting-rooms, where 
formerly bed-rooms were so strict- 
ly confined to their own function 
that even a fire was rather out of 
the ordinary, 

| From .the accepted bed-sitting- 
room, the French have progressed 
still further ‘along the lines of the 
combined room. There are salon- 
bed-rooms and studio bed-rooms 
and studfo salons. 

Even individual pieces of furni- 
ture have departed from one water- 
tight function,.and while the bed is 
aqually a day-bed or divan and can 
be used for a seat or a sofa, tho 
bookcase often forms the top or. bot- 
tom of the bed, and bookcases can 
also be sideboardsa or shelves, or 
have' little doors which turn them 
into cupboards,

furniture, in short, has undergone 
a complete revolution, and instead 
of having any longer an accepted 
form, it is made to suit exactly the 
needs of the particular individual, 
who may like to sit up to a table, 
but, on the other hand; may dearly .

that when a alave ran away the 
courts felt bound. to justify his re- 
capture, British public opinion was 
deeply stirred.

«FEDER A GOVERNMENT. To 
an, ‘SERIOUS - PERIL 


NEW LEGISLATION 


. The Bill recently published by the 
South. Afrigan Government, which Is 
‘to-glve tho Minister ‘of Justice 
power to deal with Communist and 
seditious propaganda is a sequél-to 
‘the outbreak of natives, in Durban 
last June. The Durban disorders— 
which daveloped into serlous racial 
riots—surprised and alarmed the 
white community.” Tho natives: had 
certain grievances, but there wan a 
genoral’ uneasy suspicion that Com- 
munist agitators .were to blame, for 
the disturbances. This auispicion 


_ Was confirmed by the inquiry. into 


the whole affair conducted by Mr. 
Justice de Waal, who .found that, 
though the ricting was not directly 
due to Communist agents, the 
agitation. which they had been 
carrying on had certainly contribut- 
ed to the general unrest, - 

Popular uneasiness was Increas- 
ed by the successful appeal to-the 
Supreme Court of a Communist 
named Bunting, who had ~ heen 
charged under the Native Admini- 
stration Act: with using language 

“calculated to promote a feeling of 
hostility between the native and 
European races.” The incident on 
which ‘this charge was based 
occurred in the Transkei, and ‘he 
was convicted before the magistrate, 
but oh appeal it was held by tho 
Judge-Presidont of the Eastern ‘Dis. 
tricta Courts that no-intentlon on 
Bunting’s ‘part to promote such. a 
feeling of hostility” had ‘been shown, 
as. ho had “proached only the 
doctrine of Communism, a re- 
cognized political faith. 

Trade ‘Union and Communism 

During the debate on Supply, 
General Smuts drew attention to 
this judgment and pointed out that, 
though the ILC:U.—the Industrial 
and Commercial. Union, which is the 
natives’ principal industrial or- 
ganization—had been converted into 


a genuiue trade union,. & movement |: 


‘of a dangerous-character could also 
be discerned; that It was obvious 
that a Communist movement was 
growing among tHe natives; and 
that:if-mattors were ‘Allowed to drift 
the movement would become very 
For .once the 
Prime Minister and General .Smuts 
saw eye to eye on -native affairs, 
for General Hoertzog .thanked the 
Laader of tha Opposition for raising! 
the question, and said that the law: 
as {t stood apparently left-an open: 
Ing which should be closed at once. 
He promised that ‘a (Bill would. d¢ 
introduced to. strengthen the Jaw. 
The measure now. published - is the! 
fulfilment of the promise. 

In his report on-the Durban riotal 
Mr. Justice de Waaleaid)-that the} 
‘conatitution.of the L.C.U, was based, 
on, trade unionism and as such pre- 
sumably .excludad. ‘Communism, but' 
that the L.C.U. leaders shad at,.all; 
‘times’ given hospitality :to notorious! 
Communists and placed their hall 
at. the disposal of. these agitators. 
Mr.. J. S. Marwick, MULA.,. who is 
‘regarded as one‘of-the best. authori: 
ties on native affairs in Farllament 
“80 years ago, when. he ‘was a 
young Natal Civil servant, he shep- 
herded several thousand Zulus. who 
‘were employed.on-the Rand back ta| 
Natal by road having after having 
persuaded. President: Kruger: into 
providing them with’ -aupples—is 


‘| sorts, 


and: provide 
tha natives with. alternative re« 
Tho municipal monopoly} . 
system for kafir beer-“has been 
adopted:in many. other towns, and it 
is; generally known a3 the Durban 
‘system. 

‘Recently “a guburban authority 
proposed also to adopt thia syatem, 
whereupon the LOU. began an 
agitation against It on the ground 
that it would increase native drun- 
kenness, though local . atatlatics, 
which Mr, Justice De Waal quoted 
in ‘his report,.show that native {&7 
drunkenness greatly decreased -in 
Durban after the catablishment | of 
the beer halls.: ‘The move, was a 
shrewd one, for though the members 
fof -the 1.C,U, are probably regular 
customers of these beer halls, many 
missionaries and the Christian -na- 
tives under thelr influence are in- 
clined to disapprove of the system, 
as they: object to any legalized facill- 
tles for the provision of fermented 
Nquor to ‘natives, and — thelr 
criticlams were used by the I.C.U., 
or by the European minds behind 
it, In the campaign against the 
establishment of sfnilar Institutions 
in the suburba. 

Collisions -with Europeans 

‘Week-end demonstrations were 
organized, and during some of them 
there were slight collisions with 
Europeans, Finally, whon some 
other: minor grievances arose, a 
boycott of ‘the ° Durban beer halls 
was declared, Then the movement 
got completely’ out of hand. Bands 
of natives raided these places, driv- 
ing out . the customers’ and doing 
some dafiage, while others’attempt- 
od to force the European-owned 
eating houses for watives to close 
down, and a campaign of intimida- 
tidn was‘begun to compel all-native 
to join ‘the LC.U. These -activi- 
ties ' finally brought ‘about European 
‘reprisals at the-I.C.U, officers, in- the 
vicinity of which the ‘more aerions 
conflicts: octutred. 

A curious feature of the siustrenk 
is.that it ceased more suddenly than 
it began. It fs true that many of 
the natives Who took part, and ‘pro. 
bably a good many who ‘were entire- 
ly dnnocent,, ‘received very rough, 
troatment ‘at ‘the hands” of the 
European ‘civilians. Originally ‘the 
Europeans ‘went. to the ‘naslatanca of 
the police, ‘but afterwards they took 
the opportunity; as they put it, 
“4o teach the tiatives-a: good itesson.” 
it {3 an -unfortanate - fact ‘that ‘In 
South Africa’ any. native disturb* 
ance ‘imimeliiately assumes an inter- 
racial. character, for ‘there 1s ‘al-

DISCOVERY OF FIRST TECHNICAL 
TREATISE ON THE GAME 


A LITERARY RARITY 


The discovery of Boxall's book on 
the game of cricket in the testator's 
box at a London bank has led to 
another “find.” Boxall we described 
as the first technical treatise on 
playing this pastime, and fixed the 
date of its publication as 1803, 
says the “Observer.” Thera was 
no claim that this was the first of 
all books on the- subject, Mr. 
Percy Lowe, of Wigmore-street, 
London has been good enough to 
allow us to see a treasure which 
belongs to a client, and by his in- 
terest and consideratenesa- we gre 
enabled to tell those of our readers 
who are at once’ bibliophiles’ and 
lovers of cricket all that is. neces- 
sary about this rarity—which is 
practically the same size as “Lam- 
bert’s Cricketer’s Guide” (issued 
in 1816)—that {s in pages of 5% 
inches long by 8% inches wide. 

There are only twelve pages, and 
the title-page, which facea a quaint 
folding wood engraving of a match 
in progress, reads: “New Articles 
of The Game of Cricket, as settled 
and revised at the Star and Garter, 
Pall Mall, February 25, . 1774; 
By a Committee of Noblemen and 
Gentlemen of Kent, etc. Embellished 
with a neat emblematical Repre- 
sentation of the Game, Maidstone: 
Printed and sold by J. Blake; sold 
also by the booksellers, and the 
persons who sell cricket bats, balls, 
ete.” “Unfortunately this little 
book does not reveal a date, and 
there is no clue within to the year 
of publication, but jta format con- 
vinces of genuine antiquity: | 

_ Lawmakers : 

The word “new” presupposes that 
there were older “Articles” or rules 
which were in fact drawn up by the 
clubs of London, but the revision 
was undertaken by leading ‘men in 
the game at that time.’ The Star 
and Garter code of cricket became 
generally the‘lawa of play. It {s, 
however, known that “The Laws of 
the Game at Cricket,” 19 pages, 
with folding plate, wag brought out 
by Reeve in 1755, and sold at six. 
Pence, This was advertised in the 
“Gentleman's Magazine” (Vol. 
XXV., page 289), and is described 


[by Mr. H. T. Waghorn a3 the first 


book on the game, Another copy 
of 1757, with plate at the same 
price, was issued. The late Mr. 
A. D, Taylor,.of Brighton, states 
that there was a book entitled 
“Articles of the Game of Cricket” 
as settled at the “Star and Garter,” 
folding plate,:6d. J Williama, Lon- 
don, 1774. Thore was another 
issue, the “New Articles of the 
Game of Cricket,” undated. They 
appear to be two distinct works, 
The frontispieco differs {n each, and 
the “New Articles” appear to be the 
older. Both are now of intrinsic 
value, and early in’ this century ao 
copy was.sold by auction for £2 
10s, But this treagure-tome, pro- 
duced by J. Blake, of Maidstone, fa 
not mentioned by the bibliographers. 

Examining the book, . which hag 
been sent tous, we see that the first 
page sets forth tho constitution of 
the revisers:— - , 

“Committee, In the chair Sir 
William: Draper. Present, His 
Grace the Duke -of Dorset, Right 
Hon. E. Tankerville, Str Horace 
Mann, Sir John Brower Davis, 
Philip Dehany, Harry Peckham, 
Francis Vincent, James Cooke, 
Charles Coles, Richard James, 
Esquires, Rev. Charles Pawlet.” 

These lawmakers, the patres con- 
seriptt of cricket, represented Kent, 
Sussex, Middlesex, and, London, 
and-met at a house which Mr. H, S. 
Altham says was a favourite ren- 
dezvous for a select London social 


club, of. which’ “The First Gentle 
man in Europe” was the perpetual: 


chairman. The third Duke of Dor- 
set was a player and. employed 
several’ of the best —professfonals, 
arid “Scores and Biographies” os- 
Sorts that he gave-the Vine Ground, 


‘at Savenoaks, to. "be a cricket 


of the leaders” of the’ Marylebone 
Club, while Sir Horace’ Mann {a 
familar to all who know their 
“Nyren,” and recall. his famous 
players. The Rev, Charles Powlett 
(not “Pawlet”), a son of the third 
Duke of Bolton, and Lavinia Fen- 
ton, the original “Polly Peachum,” 
and Philip Dehany, an old West- 
minster boy, and once M.P. for 
St. Ives, were prominent as mem- 
‘bers of the Hambledon club. Thus 
It is clear, that the committee: con- 
tained men of knowledge and 
practical acquaintance with the 
“noble game.” 
‘Time-Tested and True 

The “New Articles” were given 
much publicity—not only in the 
brochures mentioned, but even in 
“The New Universal Magazine" 
(Vol. 1, 1787, p. 88). In Blake's 
booklet, so excellently preserved, and 
protected with scrupulous care, in 
a crimson-dyed calf-case, lettered 
in a small beading, with a decorat- 
ed design at cach miter-joint, Each 
law of the game ‘is set out in a par- 
agraph with a diaper pattern mould- 
ing between the rules. Qtften' {t

meeting it ‘ls settled for to use 
three stumps instead-of two, to 
each wicket, and the two bails not 
to exceed six inches.” In 1788 
the stumps wore raised to twenty- 
four inches by seven inches, and in 
1817 to twenty-seven inches by 
eight inches. These were not al- 
tered for 110 years—until the ex- 
periment tried last. season, In 
1774 the bowling, ‘‘the return and 
the popping creases were marked 
as now, but they were of smaller 
dimensions, mM, 

We like the sixth law of these 
ancient days. It reads: “The 


party which goes from *home shall 


have the-choice of the Innings and 
the pitching of the wickets, whith 
shall be pitched within thirty yards 
of a centre fixed by the adversaries. 
When the’ parties meet at a third 
place the bowlers shall toas up for 
the pitching of the first. wicket and 
the choice of going in’ These 
men who played for pounds sterling 
instead of points on a chart had a 
standard, or an idea, of fair play, 
at least in theory, and they rte. 
cognised that the bowlers were 
entitled to the! first consideration 
even in this distant era, The bow- 
ler and the striker had to manage 
their feot as now, but the law of 
leg-before-wicket gave Jess cause 
for the niceties of adjudication. 
The text of 1774 ruled that “if the 
striker puts his leg before ‘the 
wicket with a design to atop the ball 
and. actually prevents the ball from 
hitting his wicket by it” he Is out. 
Tt was not’ until 1800 that the spot 
where the ball pitched and. its eub- 
sequent course had to be taken into 
consideration by the umpfre.. There 
were the same principal ways of 
getting out in 1774 as nowadays, 
The most marked. difference of all 
qs a clause. headed ‘Bets’ This 
enacts that “If the notches of one 
player are laid against -another,. the 
bet ‘depends on both innings,. unleas 
otherwise specified. If. one party 
heats the other ‘In one Innings, the 
notches in’ the ‘first {onings ehall 
determine the bet. But if the 
party goes in a second time, then 
the bet must be determined by the 
number on the score.’

place recently in the Holy Cross 
Cemetery in Malden, near Boston, 
America. To that old-and quiet 
resting place of the dead there 
travelled on the first Sunday of 
November 10,000 persons, the next 
Sunday ten times that number, dur- 
ing the week days from 15,000 to 
40,000, and on Armistice Day some 
‘60,000. These are estimates based 
on the opinions of first-hand 
observers and of policemen who 
have spent strenuous hours atriv- 
ing to prevent injury and disorder.

PACIFIC POLICY 


NO THOUGHT OF AGGRESSION: 
ONLY SECURITY 


London, Yesterday. 
The Japanese delegation to the 
London Naval Conference, headed 
by the ex-Premier, Mr. Wakatsuki, 
arrived from New York to-day 
aboard the “Olympic,” which flew 
the Japanese flag at the fore mast.

In an interview, Mr. Wakatsuki 
said that they had come to London 
with yreat hope. Their conversa- 
tions with the American authorities 
during the passage through the 
United States had proved most pro- 
fitable, He believed that, in the 
interval before assembling the con- 
ference, he and his colleagues would 
have similar opportunities for a 
frank exchange of views with the 
British authorities. Much already 
had been accomplished in the pre- 
Jiminary British and American am- 
bassadorial negotiations to clarify 
the three countries’ respective posi- 
tions and the nature of the problema 
they had to face in common. 

Japan wished to do her utmost to 
smooth the path of progress at the 
Conference, and ardently desired 
not only the limitation. of naval 
armaments but: their actual and 
reduction effected. 

Japan would be satisfied with in- 
ferior naval strength to Great 
Britain and the United States, All 
she asked was security for her 
empire; she. never thought of 
aggression. 

Mr, Wakatsuki was confident that 
Japan's Pacific policy would enable 
her to co-operate freely and effec- 
tively with other Powers in the 
attainment of noble with objectives 
at the conference, and-belleved that, 
by inspiring all nations with fresh 
confidence, and mutual goodwill, the 
conference would reinforce the Pact 
of Parls.-—Reuter.
